"POSTAGE PAID.” 

We print elsewhere a letter from the 
American Baptist Publication Society to the 
American Publishers’ Association which tells 
its own story. Publishers in general have, 
we believe, adhered to the practice of adding 
postage in mailing net books, and this prac¬ 
tice has a considerable advantage in the way 
of protection to a local dealer who can offer 
to his customer the book at the net price 
free from postage. On the other hand, if 
mail order houses, or bookstores cultivating 
a mail business, offer to send such books 
postage free—possibly coupling with this offer 
special inducements on non-copyright books— 
the local dealer is put at corresponding dis¬ 
advantage. A rule which is sometimes en¬ 
forced and sometimes not—here yes and there 
no—often is worse than no rule at all. The 
uncertainty as to the addition of postage is 
peculiarly bothersome in the educational 
trade, as has been evident in compiling the 
Educational List. The practice of publishers 
differs so widely that it is difficult often to 
learn whether a star should be added to the 
retail price in the case of a given list or of a 
given book. 

The practice of including postage in the 
retail price of a book instead of adding it to 
the net price is a decided disadvantage to 
the publisher, who has to perform in that case 
the office of a retailer without getting corre¬ 
sponding compensation. It is, therefore, to 
the interest of publishers in general to main¬ 
tain a strict rule in this particular. On the 
other hand, there is a good deal of pressure 
in the contrary direction, and the question 
is one of those mooted ones which it is 
difficult to dqpde either theoretically or prac¬ 
tically. But the Publishers’ Association in 
general should recommend one system or the 
other and each individual publisher should 


make clear what his practice is. Uncertainty 
of prices is one of the worst difficulties with 
which a retail dealer has to contend. 


It has been gratifying to note the almost 
universal commendation with which the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Morgan as Postmaster at 
New York has been received by the press 
and by others who have had occasion to 
express an opinion. The appointment is one 
of the best fruits of the merit system, and 
puts at the head of postal administration in 
the most important publishing centre of the 
country the man who for years has been, 
as was Charles Gaynor in his day, the right- 
hand of successive postmasters and who has 
done much of the real work of the office while 
political appointees have been the nominal 
heads. Mr. Morgan has earned his way up 
step by step, as had his former chief, Mr. 
Cortelyou, and his success is an encourage¬ 
ment to every clerk in the Post Office and 
to every official in the government service. 
It should be added that Mr. Willcox, al¬ 
though in a sense a political appointee, has 
made a most successful administration 
previous to his promotion by Governor 
Hughes into a more remunerative and per¬ 
haps even more important office, and that 
it is greatly to his credit that he rounded 
out that career with the act of justice of 
commending so persistently to the President 
the appointment of Mr. Morgan as his suc¬ 
cessor. _ 

We printed in full Mr. John B. Alden’s 
letter to the Publishers’ Weekly except 
as to its comment on his new editorial project, 
in accordance with the settled policy of open¬ 
ing the columns of the Publishers’ Weekly 
to all criticism which deals in a reasonable 
way with trade questions. We regret to note 
that Mr. Alden is printing otherwise impeach¬ 
ments of the good faith of the Publishers’ 
Weekly, and accusations of bad faith in tak¬ 
ing his advertisement and then commenting ad¬ 
versely on the subject of it. It is an editorial 
principle of the Publishers’ Weekly not to 
be influenced in its comments pro and con by 
advertising or the lack of it, and the printing 
of an advertisement proffered to ns, no 
matter what the price, does not commit 
this journal to commendation or even to 
silence when we think there is subject of fair 
criticism. We trust that this is a statement 
unnecessary to most of our readers, but we 
make it for the benefit of those who may 
not have understood our position. 
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PRINTING AND PUBLISHING IN THE 
U. S. IN 1905. 

The United States Bureau of the Census 
announces the publication of Bulletin 79, pre¬ 
senting the detailed statistics of the printing 
and publishing industry at the census of man¬ 
ufactures of 1905. This bulletin was prepared 
by William S. Rossiter, chief clerk of the 
census. 

The printing industry possesses an import¬ 
ance which cannot be measured by capital in¬ 
vested or by the volume and value of product. 
Analysis of the printer’s calling has become 
to a noteworthy degree an analysis of the 
general prosperity of the nation. Therefore 
interest in the progress and prosperity of 
printing is not confined to those who are con¬ 
nected with the industry, as is frequently the 
case with other callings, but is shared by the 
entire community. 

The total number of establishments in the 
printing industry in 1905 was 26422, a number 
larger than was reported for any other indus¬ 
try. The increase reported from 1900 to 1905 
forms a striking exception to the prevailing 
tendency toward consolidation, for it was pro¬ 
portionately greater than from 1890 to 1900. 
Hence the product of this industry continues 
to be contributed by a great number of small 
establishments, accomplishing noteworthy re¬ 
sults with a small capital, operated by men of 
independent thought and action, and contrib¬ 
uting materially to the intellectual and finan¬ 
cial growth of the country. 

The capital required in 1905 to conduct the 
• printing and publishing business was $385,- 
008,604. It was approximately double that 
required in 1890, and it was doubtless due to 
a considerable degree to mechanical changes 
which have taken place in this industry during 
the past ten or fifteen years. 

The total value of products reported in 1905 
was $496,061,357. During the brief period 
from 1900 to 1905 the increase in value of 
products was nearly double that from 1890 to 
1900, or, in absolute figures, $149,006,927 com¬ 
pared with $71,601,915. Had the per capita 
value of products been the same in 1905 as in 
1850, the entire value of products of the in¬ 
dustry would have been but $52,007,588; on 
the other hand, had the per capita production 
in 1850 been the same as it was in 1905, the 
total value of products of the industry at the 
earlier census would have amounted to $141,- 
470,444, or almost ten times as much as the 
actual amount recorded. 

Among the ten industries having value of 
products in 1905 exceeding $320,000,000, 
printing and publishing ranked seventh, hav¬ 
ing advanced to that position from tenth in 
1880. Printing and publishing reports one 
establishment to every 3076 inhabitants, while 
at the opposite extreme is iron and steel, 
which contributes but one establishment to 
every 134,000 inhabitants. 

Of the total number of establishments in 
the entire industry, about one-third were ex¬ 
clusively book and job establishments, one- 
sixth exclusively newspapers and periodical 
establishments, and over one-half were com¬ 
bination establishments—that is, producing 
both book and job printing and newsnapers 
and periodicals. In value of products the ex¬ 


clusive establishments were practically on 
even terms, the amount reported for book and 
job printing being $186,759,503 and for news¬ 
papers and periodicals, $184,736,800; but in 
the combination establishments the value of 
newspaper and periodical products greatly 
outweighed the value of book and job print¬ 
ing. The entire value of products distributed 
between the two general classes was $233,- 
230,842 for book and job printing and $256,- 
816,282 for newspapers and periodicals. The 
increase for newspapers and periodicals from 
1900 to 1905 was somewhat greater than that 
shown for book and job printing. This was 
principally due to the stationary condition of 
the book and job printing interests in the 
New England States. 

Two-thirds of the total value of products of 
the industry was contributed by six States— 
New York, Pennsvlvania, Illinois, Massachu¬ 
setts, Ohio and Missouri. These States are 
also the principal producers in each of the two 
branches, although in unequal proportions. 

Five of the six cities having a population of 
more than 500,000 inhabitants in 1900 con¬ 
tributed almost one-half of the total value of 
the products of the industry, or, considered 
by the two main branches of the industry, 
53.9 per cent, of the book and job printing 
products and 42.9 per cent, of the newspaper 
and periodical products. New York contrib¬ 
uted more than double the value of products 
of the next largest producer, (Chicago,) and 
almost one-fourth of the entire product of the 
industry. 

The absolute increase in value of book and 
job products during the five-year period was 
unprecedented. From 1880 to 1890 it was ap¬ 
proximately $4,500,000; from 1890 to 1900, 
$28,000,000; and during the half decade from 
1000 to 1905, $62,000,000. At this rate the 
value of products will double in 1910 as com¬ 
pared with 1900. This advance is due for the 
most part to perfectly natural causes, the gen¬ 
eral prosperity of the nation in which the 
printer has fully shared being the principal 
factor. 

EXPORT TRADE OF AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS AND 
PERIODICALS. 

Prior 1o 1905 no information was secured 
by the census concerning the circulation 
abroad of newspapers and periodicals pub¬ 
lished in the United States. The export trade 
of publications of all classes is therefore pre¬ 
sented for the first time in this bulletin. 

Twenty and six-tenth per cent, of the total 
number of establishments in the Linked States 
make some contribution to the total export 
of periodicals. Every State and territory in 
the Union is represented, but the bulk of this 
class of circulation in 1905 was contributed 
by 4 States—New' York, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois—which contributed 
1 >533775 copies per issue, or 80.5 per cent, of 
the aggregate. The contribution of these 
States, however, is unevenly distributed be¬ 
tween Canada and the other countries of the 
world, since their proportion of the distinctly 
foreign circulation w'as 85.1 per cent, as com¬ 
pared with 76.4 per cent, for the Canadian cir¬ 
culation. The preponderance of the former 
is due to the fact that New York, which con¬ 
tributed slightly more than half the total for 
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the United States, furnished but 36.7 per cent, 
of the Canadian circulation as compared with 
74.7 per cent, of all the other foreign circula¬ 
tion. Twenty-six States and territories ex¬ 
ported more newspapers and periodicals to 
“all other countries” than to Canada and 24 
reported a larger Canadian circulation than 
“other foreign.” Bearing in mind the fact 
that the population of the Dominion at the 
present time is approximately 6,000,000, the 
circulation of American periodicals as shown 
in 1905 is thus 1 copy per issue to every 6 
inhabitants. If the population of Canada 
were as large as that of the United States, 
this would be equivalent to a circulation of 
i 3»543»^43 copies per issue. 

Unfortunately the census of Canada does 
not report number and circulation of news¬ 
papers and periodicals. From other sources, 
however, the total circulation of Canadian 
publications may be approximately computed. 
In 1905 there v’ere, in all, 1058 newspapers 
and periodicals of all classes published in the 
Dominion of Canada and Newfoundland. 
The total circulation of these periodicals was 
approximately 2,650,000 copies per issue, thus 
indicating that the newspapers and period¬ 
icals received in the Dominion from the 
United States equal 37.8 per cent, of the en¬ 
tire circulation per issue of Canadian publica¬ 
tions. In short, there is one publication re¬ 
ceived from the United States to every two 
and one-half published in the Dominion. 


SUBSCRIPTION BOOK DECISION 
AGAINST A PUBLISHER. 

An interesting decision was made by Judge 
Downing of New Orleans last month in a 
suit of the Fifth Avenue Library Association 
of New "York against a New Orleans sub¬ 
scriber for the “Redpath Library of Universal 
Literature,” on which $5 out of $49.50 had 
been paid down as earnest money under a 
contract of sale in which the title did not pass 
from the vendor until the full amount was 
paid. The judge held that as the title did not 
pass, this was not a sale but a bargain, and 
referred to the fact that the goods had not 
been delivered to the defendant, but to an 
express company not especially authorized by 
the defendant to receive them for delivery to 
her. The civil code, which in Louisiana takes 
the place of common law, specifically provides 
that such a bargain may be withdrawn from 
by the forfeiture. of the earnest money or 
amount paid to bind the bargain, or the re¬ 
turn of double the earnest money on the part 
of the vendor, and Judge Downing cited an 
adjudicated real estate case in which a con¬ 
tract of sale had been voided by return of 
double the earnest money by the vendor. The 
decision held that the subscriber had forfeited 
the $5 earnest money, but that the publishing 
concern could not recover the balance or en¬ 
force delivery. It was at the most a question 
of damages, where the measure of damages 
would be the difference between the market 
value of the books and the price agreed upon 
to be paid—but the court indicated that even 
such a case would not hold, under the circum¬ 
stances. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

POSTAGE ON NET BOOKS. 

The following letter has been sent by the 
American Baptist Publication Society to the 
American Publishers’ Association: 

American Publishers* Association, 

156 Fifth Avenue, New York City. 

Gentlemen : Inasmuch as it is not obliga¬ 
tory for the booksellers to add postage to net 
books in retailing them, we shall hereafter 
discontinue the practice of advertising the 
postage extra on our net publications. The 
practice of charging postage extra has been 
a farce from the beginning, as much of a fic¬ 
tion as the old long list price, which was 
never adhered to by the bookselling trade. 

We regret that the publishers cannot agree 
to require postage in addition to the net price. 
We hope the time will come when they will 
require it. Until, however, there is concerted 
action in this matter we shall publish all net 
books postpaid at the net list price.

INDIVIDUALIZATION OF THE PRICE OF 
FICTION. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Sir: My attention has been directed to your 
articles on “Advancing Prices” and “Indi¬ 
vidualization of the Price of Fiction,” which 
appeared while I was thousands of miles away 
from business. As the text of those articles 
was seme recent action of my house, and as 
you ask for contributions to the discussion, 

I will impose a word upon you. 

I am in hearty accord with your apparent 
impression that “individualized prices for 
works of fiction” are reasonable and desir¬ 
able. Our recent step was not quite the only 
recent one . in that direction; the Harper 
house has given some originality of price and 
form to Henry James’s recent books—appa¬ 
rently agreeing with the rest of the world that 
if the esoteric quality of Mr. James’s recent 
art would not. prevent people from reading 
him, such a little thing as price certainly 
would not. In Germany, where the trade in 
books, (I am not speaking of their contents,) 
is conducted immeasurably better than any¬ 
where else in the world, uniformity of price 
for fiction is little known outside of special 
scries, and collections. Usually a popular au¬ 
thor is published at a popular price, and an 
advanced author at an advanced price—more 
advanced than the little sixteen and two- 
thirds per cent, v'hich the De Morgan books 
are in advance of the “sellers.” 

But I notice that despite the advance, one 
of the De Morgan books is so near a seller as 
to be a “book in demand” at a great library; 
and we have not seen the slightest indication 
that the sale has suffered, or the public or the 
trade been disaffected, by the price. On the 
contrary., the sale has been far beyond our 
expectations, and in addition to its most im¬ 
portant encouragement regarding our national 
taste it gives the minor encouragement that, 
in a general rise of prices, publishers need 
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not remain at a disadvantage as compared 
with other traders.

TRUE ETHICS OF THE BOOKTRADE. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: The letter from “C.,” printed in 
your issue of July 27, is one that is worth 
reading, and states some of the evils of the 
book business in a good, effective manner. I 
wish to correct two statements, however. 
The writer states “the current published price 
of the cloth bound novel is $1.50, but this is 
a fictitious price to start with, for no retail 
dealer, in any bookstore from Greenland to 
the tropics, ever thinks of asking the pub¬ 
lished price of $1.50.” That is an error, as I 
have always maintained the published price 
of books—the word net placed after a price, 
or left out, has never caused me to maintain 
a discount-giving business. I would as soon 
think of taking a cup of carbolic acid as I 
would of giving a discount of 10 per cent, or 
20 per cent., or any old discount from the 
published price. “C.” states also that the re¬ 
prints of copyrights are everywhere retailed 
at from 40 to 50 cents. I wish to state that 
they are retailed at 75 cents in my store. My 
reason for being personal in this letter re¬ 
garding my business is that booksellers may 
know that it is possible to go right along and 
attend to their business in their own way. If, 
as is the case in this city, all booksellers give 
discounts from 20 per cent, down or up as 
you choose to call it, it has never kept me 
from doing business at full price. I have 
after many long years in maintaining pub¬ 
lished prices found it the best solution of “the 
ethics of booktrade.” It has been a matter of 
pride and honor to uphold the advertised word 
of authors and publishers. I believe that 
when firms of the high standing of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, The Century Co., G. P. Put¬ 
nam’s Sons, The Macmillan Company and 
others state that the price of a novel, or any 
book, is $1.50, that it is the honorable course 
for the retail bookseller to maintain the pub¬ 
lisher’s advertised word; and also, as the 
author usually receives a royalty on the ad¬ 
vertised retail price, and as his or her name 
as well as the publisher’s is jointly used in the 
advertised published price, the author’s word 
is thus given regarding the price of the book. 
If booksellers would only see the unjust re¬ 
sults of endeavoring to belittle the word of 
publishers, and stop their foolish fighting 
over prices, then I am satisfied a good era in 
the booktrade would arrive. Is it^not foolish 
for us to complain eternally about the wrong 
methods of the publishers ? Does not the 
publisher state the price of a new novel? 
Who cuts the price, is it not the bookseller, 
either as a department store dealer or as an 
exclusive book dealer? I am not upholding 
the publishers’ methods, but I do think that 
booksellers should have sand enough to stand 
behind a publisher’s pledged word about a 
book, and not constantly try and prove to the 
public that the publisher’s word is not bind¬ 
ing.

POSTAL MATTERS. 
INJUNCTION AGAINST REMOVAL OF SEC - 
OND-CLASS PRIVILEGES. 

Postmaster General Meyer was on Au¬ 
gust 12 enjoined by Justice Barnard, of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
from withdrawing from Street & Smith, pub¬ 
lishers of the Tip Top Weekly• and Frank 
Tousey, publisher of the Work and Win se¬ 
ries, the permit granted them by the Post 
Office Department in March, 1907, to mail 
their publications at second-class rates. An 
order issued by the department in July last 
withdrew the permits of these publishers to 
use the mails at second-class rates. 

Justice Barnard’s injunction enjoins the 
Postmaster General, his assistants, deputies, 
and his subordinates, until further hearing on 
the petition of the publishers, from revoking 
the authority heretofore granted to them, and 
restrains him from refusing to accept the pub¬ 
lications for mailing at second-class rates. 

THE POSTMASTER GENERAL’S PROPOSED 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

On his return from a conference with the 
President on August 12 Postmaster General 
Meyer said, at the New York Post Office: 

“I shall recommend to Congress in my an¬ 
nual report the establishment of a domestic 
parcels post service limited to ten pounds, or 
any other weight that Congress will accept. 

“I am also considering the feasibility of 
recommending the establishment of some sort 
of postal savings bank. We find that to-day 
some people are buying postal orders payable 
to themselves as a means of saving their 
money. This shows that there is room and 
need for a postal savings bank which will give 
the people a chance to deposit their savings. 

“I will not advocate an increase of pay for 
postal rates on any class of mail matter. 

“I am considering a plan for the reduction 
of postal rates between the United States and 
such countries as we have direct steamship 
communication with—England, France, Ger¬ 
many—from 5 cents per half ounce to 2 cents. 
To make a reduction will not require legisla¬ 
tion. but joint action by the postal authorities 
of the interested countries. 

“We are also going to experiment with a 
view to introducing postage stamps slot ma¬ 
chines generally. I have been told tliat a ma¬ 
chine can be made from which 5 cent, 2 cent 
and 1 cent stamps may be bought. This would 
be a great convenience to the public. I will 
experiment first in Washington, and then if it 
is a success it will be introduced generally. A 
very large plant for the manufacture of the 
machines would have to be established. 

“I also have in mind virtually the revival 
of the old postal notes, but payable to specified 
individuals by name. The amount will be 
limited either to $2.50 or $5. 

“I have been considering for some time the 
establishment of a new delivery of mail at 8 
o’clock at night in thickly populated residence 
districts. There is a very large accumulation 
of mail here between 6 and 8 in the evening 
to be delivered on the first morning delivery. 
It is to relieve that first morning delivery that 
I contemplate the late night delivery. If the 
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new plan is introduced it will be possible to 
v rite a letter and get an answer the same da}'. 
Two hundred and twenty-six new carriers 
would be required. Before taking final action 
a commission will go over the plan and report 
the actual cost.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Mrs. Lilla T. Elder, a writer of children’s 
verse and prose in Little Folks, The Youth's 
Companion, The Congregationalist, etc., died 
Tuesday, August 15, at her home, Alyopia 
Hill, Winchester, Mass. Mrs. Elder was 
born November 28, 1853, in New York City. 

Rev. Dr. George A. Peltz, a prominent 
clergyman of Philadelphia and one of the or¬ 
ganizers of the Jamestown (N. Y.) Chautau¬ 
qua, died August 16. aged seventy-four years. 
Dr. Peltz was for many years engaged in lit¬ 
erary work, and for a long period was asso¬ 
ciate editor of The Sunday School Times, of 
Philadelphia. He at one time was secretary 
of the State Sunday School Association of 
Pennsylvania. 

Edmond Demolins, writer of the now 
famous book “In What Does the Superiority 
of the Anglo-Saxons Consist?” died at Caen, 
Prance, August 18, aged fifty-five. Edmond 
Demolins was one of the most suggestive 
thinkers of our time, and was the author of 
remarkable monographs on the different pro¬ 
fessions. He was director of La Science 
Sociale, and with De Tourville and Le Play 
he had much to do with the development of 
that branch of philosophy. 

Rev. Dr. Charles Comfort-Tiffany, for 
many years Archdeacon of New York, died 
from apoplexy. August 20. at Northeast Plar- 
bor. Ale. Dr. Tiffany was born in Baltimore 
in 1820. He studied in Andover Theological 
Seminary and was graduated from the Uni¬ 
versities of Halle, Heidelberg and Berlin. He 
was author of the “History of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church,” “The Christian Life” and 
"The Prayer Book.” He belonged to the 
Union League, Century and University Clubs.

THE NOBEL PRIZES. 

The five yearly prizes provided for by Al¬ 
fred Nobel’s bequest of $9,000,000 for the best 
achievements in physics, chemistry, medicine 
or physiology, and literature of an idealistic 
tendency and the best individual effort to¬ 
ward the propagation of universal peace, arc 
awarded December 10. They amount to 
about $40,000 each, but are sometimes di¬ 
vided. For instance, in 1904 the prize for 
literature was divided between Frederic Mis¬ 
tral, the Provengal poet, and Jose Echegaray, 
the Spanish dramatist. Thus far the literary 
prize has not been awarded to a writer of 
English. Sully-Prudhomme, Alommsen, 
Bjornson, Sienkiewicz and Carducci have 
been the winners besides the two already 
named. 

“Wherefore,” says the N. Y. Times , “it is 
an agreeable surprise to learn that our own 
Mark Twain has been thought of for this 
year’s literary prize by the Swedish Academy, 
which always awards that prize. Thought of 
only, the report says, and then displaced in 
the minds of the members of the academy by 
Rudvard Kipling. Perhaps the report is ut¬ 
terly untrue, as it is certainly premature. 
Perhaps the award will be halved, and Twain 
and Kipling will share it. 

“As the prize is annual and for the best 
achievement, it seems that Nobel must have 
meant the best achievement of the year. It 
is too early yet to say what will be the most 
excellent work of an idealistic tendency in 
literature, in the year ending December 10, 
1907. .It may appear in November and be of 
such imposing worth as to demand imme¬ 
diate recognition.” 

"\ lie Stockholm newspaper, Tidningen, in¬ 
clines to think Kipling will surely receive the 
in no wise empty honor. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

. Miss Ellen Glasgow has returned to Vir- 
pinia for the inspiration of her new w r ork, 
“The Beaten Road,” which will be published 
by Doubleday. Page & Co. this fall. Miss 
Glasgow' has chosen to depict the life of a 
tvpical Virginian, Richard Ordway. 

The publication of books about Blake goes 
on apace. In Paris AI. P. Berger has just 
brought out a large volume entitled “William 
Blake: Mysticism^ et Poesie.” In London 
Arthur Symons will soon publish a book 
called William Blake: the Poet, the Artist, 
the Man.” 

Anatole France has been writing a w r ork 
on “Jeanne d’Arc.” Any work of his is sure 
to possess charm, and in this one he has a 
theme which must have given him a special 
inspiration. It will probably not be very long 
before the work is announced in English 
translation. 

(r. W. E. Russel, whose “Collections and 
Recollections” and other books of gossip are 
pleasantly remembered, has another similar 
volume in press. He calls it “A Pocketful of 
Sixpences,” from a sentence in one of Lord 
Beaconsfield s novels—“He w r as not an in tel- 
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lectual Croesus, but his pockets were full of 
•sixpences.” 

An interesting fact has just come to light 
in connection with the publication by Geo. W. 
Jacobs & Co. of Alexander Macdonald’s “In 
Search of El Dorado.” It appears that Mr. 
Macdonald, who is a geologist and mineralo¬ 
gist, was one of the first to go to the Klon¬ 
dike. and among the men in charge of his dog 
sledges was Jack London, author of “The 
Call of the Wild.” In a sense, the origin of 
that author’s work is to be traced to his ex¬ 
periences under Mr. Macdonald. 

The father of the late Dean Stanley, who 
was Bishop of Norwich, travelled in France 
in 1814 and 1816 and wrote letters home in 
which he described certain of Napoleon’s 
marshals, Mme. de Stael and other notabili¬ 
ties, and dealt with divers historic scenes, in¬ 
cluding those of several great battles. These 
letters have now been edited for publication, 
and will appear in the autumn under the title 
of “Travels Before and After Waterloo.” 

Napoleon as a theme for the historian has 
not by any means been exhausted, but biog¬ 
raphers have for some time been paying more 
attention to the different members of his 
family. Under the title of “The Men Bona- 
partes” A. H. Atteridge has written a volume 
treating of the Emperor’s four brothers and 
the more remarkable of their descendants. 
This ought to make a rather fresh and inter¬ 
esting publication.

that Comyns Carr has asserted that “every 
great man thinks Dickens a great man.” 

The September Century will make special 
appeal to those who love memoirs with fur¬ 
ther extracts from Horace Traubel’s remark¬ 
able daily record of conversations with Walt 
Whitman in his old age .in Camden, N. J., 
with much of interest of Whitman’s estimate 
of John Burroughs, his war memories, his 
ideas on reading, and his general philosophy 
of life. 

In North American Review for August 16 
Edmund Clarence Stedman advocates the 
claims of Poe, Cooper and Bryant tc monu¬ 
mental tablets in the Hall of Fame; A. 
Maurice Low' enumerates and characterizes 
the leading journals of Japan in an article 
entitled “The Yellow Press of Japan:” and 
Mackaye’s “Sappho and Phaon” is reviewed 
by Clayton Hamilton.
